Bloody Repression 
of Rioters. 
Ball Cartridges Created 
Painful Impression. 


Majority of Victims Belong to 
Dregs of Population. 


Between "Two Fires—Doc- 
tor’s Nose Cut Off. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
RUSSELS, April 13.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] The bloody repression of 
the disorders of yesterday even- 

ing has created a painful impression 

among all classes here, although it is 
appreciated that the majority of the 
victims of the encounters do not be- 
long to the better classes of workmen. 

Yesterday for the first time the po- 
lice really fired their rifies loaded with 
ball cartridges. Previous to that they 
had used their swords and revolvers, 
the latter being usually loaded with 
blank cartridges. 

Saturday's rioters were composed of 
the dregs of the population, with a 
sprinkling of what is called the Young 
Socialistic Guard, composed of mere 
boys with little regard for the orders 
of M. Vander Velde, a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies and leader of the 
Socialist movement in Belgium aad 
the Socialist Committee. 

HOTBED OF ANARCHY. 

It must be explained that the Maison 
du Peuple is situated on the upper 
slope of a hill, that the central boule- 
vard and most of the business portion 


tstries stand upon the ridge of “thé 
hill. The quarter around thé Maison 
du Peuple is the worst in the city. It 
is a perfect rookery of low-class dwell- 
ings, intersected by steep and nar- 
row stairs and malodorous alleys. In 
the vicinity of the Maison there are 
some small squares in which the rict- 
ers gathered yesterday evening: until 
they were dispersed and the sjutres 
occupted by detachments of the Civic 
Guard. The mob was meiniy com- 
posed of the rough population of the 
quarter, who jeered and reviled the 
police when they were forced along 
the streets by the cordons of officers. 

The serious troubles began when’a 
number of roughs from a safe dis- 
tance fired revolvers in the direction 
of the cordons. The gendarmes then 
charged with drawn swords. After 
firing at the crowd with revolvers, 
loaded with biank cartridges, they 
were greeted with a hal) of missiles, 
swch as stones, bottles and heavy iron 
rivets. This happened several 
streets. It was worse in the Rue Hau- 
ete, where the occupants of the houses 
rained missiles upon the heads of the 
gendarmes. An officer of the gen- 
darmes then shouted to the crowd to 
disperse. No notice was taken of this 
order. 

BALL CARTRIDGES. 

Then for the first time in many years 
the gendarmes fired their Mauser car- 
bines loaded with what are called 
“strike cartridges,” which contain a 
ball, but a minor charge of powder. 
The gendarmes fired only one volley, 
but when the mob scattered several 
bodies were lying on the ground. Two 
were mortally wounded and died while 
being conveyed to the hospital. 

_ Over twenty narrow streets and blind 
alleys lead to the Rue Hauete, and 
when the gendarmes charged after 
the mob other rioters issued from these 


of the policemen until the latter were 
obliged to leave three of their num- 
ber at the mouth of each alley they 
passed. These guards stood with their 
rifles pointed down the alleys, ready 
to shoot. Other gendarmes who were 
stationed every few paces, covered 
the windows in the Rue Hauete with 
their rifles. 
RIOT VICTIMS. 

Tt is impossible to ascertain the exact 
number of the victims of yesterday's 
rioting. Many who were slightly in- 
jJured had their wounds dressed in 
pharmacies, or went home. The di- 
rector of the Hospital of St. Pierre, 
however, told a representative of the 
Associated Press this afternoon that 
three rioters had died in the hospital 
and that another one there was be- 
lieved to be mortally wounded. Thirty 
others who were badly hurt were re- 
ceived at the hospital last night. 
Among the injured are many impru- 
dent spectators of the riot who were 
caught between two fires, as the gen- 
darmes frequentiy combined _ their 
movement and charged the mobs in 
front d rear at the same time. 

A doctor who was returning home 
after having visited a patient was 
caught between two bodies of charging 
gendarmes and had his nose cut iff 
with a sword. A woman was also 
among the injured. One of the men 
killed was the assistant secretary of 
the Socialist Jewelers’ Union. Few 
policemen were hurt. 

GHASTLY -STRUGGLE.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—In  ac- 
cordance with the agréement reached 
on Friday last, the Senate on Wednes- 
day will vote on the Chinese Exclusion 
Bill, and the present understanding is 
that the Philippine Government ill 
will be taken up immediately after- 
ward. 

It is probable, however, that the

A CANDIDATE. 


OHIO SENATOR SETS AT REST 
PRESIDENTIAL GOSSIP. 


He Says His Highest Ambition is to 
Bring About Peace Between Labor 
and Capital and Leave Political Field 
Free for Roosevelt. | 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] To a colleague in the Sen- 
ate, M. A. Hanna announced a few 
days ago in most positive and unam- 
biguous terms that he was not now 
nor did he expect to be, a candidate 
for the Republican Presidential nomi-. 
nation in 1904. 

The declaration. was volunteered by 
Senator Hanna apropos of a dispatch 
from Washington in an Ohio newspa- 
per, stating in effect that it was we!l 
understood in this city that he was 
a candidate. He said. } 

“If these fool people, some of whom 
are my friends and others my ene- 
mies, would stop talking about my be- 
ing a candidate for President, I am 
confident I could accomplish something 
of real benefit to the country in the 
task I have undertaken, to bring about 
a thorough and permanent understand- 
ing between capital and labor, or be- 
twen the employing and working 
classes, My Work along this line is 
greatiy embarrassed, if not actually 
hampered, by the frequent talk of my 
being a candidate for President. I am 
not a candidate for President, and do 
not expect td become a candidate. I 
Want everybody to understand this, so 
that I can go om with the task as- 
signed to me by the National Civic 
Federation, without having my motives 
viewed with suspicion. I would rather 
be instrumental in bringing the em- 
ploying classes and working classes to- 
gether, so that strikes and other in- 
dustrial disturbances would be min- 
imized, if not wholly abolished. and 
have the credit for that achievement 
placed upon my tombstone, than be 
President of the United States. I am 
convinced that if I can accomplish the 
task set for me, I shali be a genuine 
benefactor of my country, whereas, if 
I should be President I am not so 
certain of the good I could do.” 

The Senator to whom Mr. Hanna 
made this declaration is one of the 
wisest and most experienced men in 
public life. He objects to the use of 
his name for the reason that he does 
not care at this time to become as- 
sociated in any way with speculation 
about the Republican leadership in 
1904, but he said after quoting Hanna 
to the New York Tribune correspond- 
ent that he firmly believed the Ohioin 
meant every word he uttered on the 
subject of his Presidential candidacy.

Hanna talked so frankly, “I 
hope the newspapers will stop al] this 
talk about Hanna being a candidate, 
as | know he is not, and I now see that 
Mr. Roosevelt has a clear field for the | 
nomination in 1904.” 

The conversion of this veteran Re- 
publican Senator to a thorough belief 
in Hanna’s sincerity in the frank ex- 
pression quoted is of peculiar signifi- 
cance, for a variety of reasons. 
Persons best acquainted with Hanna 
who have been told what he safd to 
his colleague in the Senate the other 
day, believe that he meant every word 
he spoke, for they have never known 


him consciously to make a misleading 
or false statement, either of his pur- 
poses or his views. 

There is a deeper political. significance 
in this of more immediate interest to 
Republicans than appears upon the 
surface. It meats that there will be 
fewer jarring incidents in the party in 
Congress than there has been for the 
jast month or two, and that everything 
will move smoothly to the close of the 
session,. with vast profit alike to the 
country und the party. 

Even far more important. than any 
of those considerations is the effect the 
changed situation will have upon the 
forthcoming Congress campaign. It ‘s 
an interesting, if not a_ significant, 
coincidence, that ever since Hanna's 
alleged candidacy has been whispered 
about, some of the best-informed party 
leaders have almost despaired of the 
Republicans carrying the next House. 
Expressions to this effect have given 
to the Democrats more hope than they 
possibly could obtain from any actual 
condition of national sentiment, but 
with the Republicans in Congress thor- 
oughly united and enthusiastic for 
President Roosevelt, there will be much 
harmony and singleness of purpose 
from now on that all the en- 
ergies and resources of the party 
organization will be concentrated In 
the Congress campaign next summer 
and fall to the end of Increa&ing the 
Republican majority In the next House 
over the present majority of forty-one.

USTRIAN HIGH ROLLERS 


RESULT OF INVESTIGATION INTO 
GAMING SCANDAL. 


Edict of Banishment Pronounced 
Against Several Men Who Are Prom- 
inent in Politics, Society and Army, 
as Well as the Sporting World. 


DIRECT WIRF TO THETIMES 
VIENNA, April 13.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The Vienna gaming scandal if 
the Vienna Jockey Club last December, 
when Count Potoéki lost 3,000,000 
crowns in twenty minutes at baccarat 
to Herr Szemere, resulted in an inveg- 
tigation into clubs and gambling gen- 
erally, the Emperor being seriously an- 
noyed. The trial was concluded Thurs- 
day. 

Count Potocki, who became natural- 
ized as a Russian subject in order to 
inherit estates in Russian Poland, one 
of them bringing a revenue of 1,500,000 
roubles a.year, married a princess of 
the house of Radziwill. As a Russian 
subject, he must be banished from 
Austria for playing games of hazard. 
Herr Szemere is also banished. Until 
now he had been of member of the 
Hungarian Parliament, and has been 
as lucky on the turf as at cards. He 
won the Austrian Derby and many 
other races last year. His counsel 
pleaded that he could not be banished 
as he was a member of Parliament and 
a member of delegations sitting alter- 
nately in Vienna and Budapesth. The 
judge overruled this plea. 

The famous turf sportsman, Herr Von 
Pechy, is also banished from Austria. 
Count Eugene Kinsky, well known in 
English society, and husband of the 
opera singer, Ilka Von Palmay; Count 
Adam Skri Krismy, a Polish noble; 
Count Louis Trauttmansdorff, son 6f 
the former president of the Austrian 
upper house and. one of the most dis- 
tinguished cavaliers in Europe; Baron 
Kaiserstein, a large real estate owner: 
Baron Ludwig Rosenfeldt, a political 
official, and Capt. Von Trekel, one of 
the best-known horsemen in the Aus- 
trian army, are also all banished. 
Count Potocki and Herr Von Pechy 
have petitioned Emperor Francis Joseph 
for remission of sentence. Herr Sze- 
mere has appealed to the higher court 
against his conviction.

ASSENGER AGENTS 
FLOCK TO SAN DIEGO. 


TRANSCONTINENTAL ASSOCIATION 
MEETS THERE TUESDAY. 


Important Questions as to Rates to 
Large Public Gatherings to Be Set- 
tled—Wireless Telegraph Stations to 
Span the Continentt—Railroad Survey. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN DIEGO, April 12.—J. Charlton, 
for many years the chief of the passen- 
ger department of the Chicago and Al- 
ton Railroad, and the president of the 
Transcontinental Passenger Associa- 
tion, arrived this afternoon at the 
Hotel del Coronado with O, L. Beving- 
ton, and several stenographers. The 
sessions of the association will be held 
on Tuesday and the days following un- 
til all the business is disposed of. The 
association has jurisdiction over that 
portion of the country west of Chicago, 
St. Louis, Memphis and New Orleans 
and representatives of all railroads 
west of that line are expected to ar- 
rive tomorrow. Fufly twenty-five of 
the thirty roads will be represented, 
some of the companies sending three 
or four. 

The docket of business is large, con- 
taining some forty-three questions, 
which are of no interest to outsiders, 
besides several which are of public in- 
terest. All the questions as to rates 
will be discussed. 

The public matters are the considera- 
thion of the adoption of interchange- 
able mileage tickets on the railroads 
west of Denver; the fixing of ‘rates to 
be charged to theenumber of important 
gatherings and conventions, more par- 
ticularly to that of the Trans-Missis- 
sippi Congress at St. Paui in August, 
and the meeting of the Young People’s 
Christian Union Society, which is to be 
held in Los Angéles in 1903. There are 
various other Pacific Coast gatherings 
for which rates have been asked. The 
Chamber of Commerce will entertain 
the visitors while they are here.

Corrosion of Steel in Buildings. 


Sooy Smith, at a dinner 
of the icago @ Board on 


Real Estat 
March 14, made statements with regard 


to the corrosion of steel skeletons of _——— 
high buildings, in which he said that in 
many of the “sky-scrapers” the steel 
had been covered with a thick coat of 
common oil paint, which would last but 
a few years. This, he said, prevented 
the actual contact of concrete or any | 
other material surrounding the col- 
umns, beams and girders and would 
permanently protect them corro- 
sion a by disappearing, ve the 
surface ‘of the steel exposed moist- 
ure and air and perhaps atill more de- 
structive gases. He said sulphurous 
gases passing over the steel would 
cause rapid corrosion and destruction, 
that in steel bridges, trestles and ele- 
vated roads, the structure being open 
to easy inspection, would reveal the 
trouble when it exists and suggest and 
permit of the application of a remedy, 
but that in buildings, if the protection 
were not applied while the structures 
were going up, the defect could not be 
and the building might fall with- 
out giving warning of its increasing 
weakness. In conclusion, he said: 
“Steel is subjected to far ater 
trials in bridges than in buildings, as 
in a bridge, in addition to the strains 
produced by the loads It carries, it is 
subjected to severe shocks and vibra- 
tions, and yet the experience had with 
steel bridges since their first introdue- 
tion has been so very satisfactory that 
stee] is now practically without a com- 
petitor for bridge purposes. 
“When stee! is anes tly exposed to 
sulphurous fumes es very 
rapidiy. The floor Siu and track 
stringers of the approach to the Fads 
bridge at St. Louis, where locomotives 
are constantly passing under it, were 
#0 eaten by corrosion that they became 
unsafe and had to be removed in three 
years. 
“There is no likelihood that the steel 
in a buliding would be general 
to such fumes, 
than ble that locally, in parts of 
the steel skeleton. such cor does 
sometimes take place where no proper 
care has been taken to prevent it;:, and 
it is still more probable, if not certain, 
that ordinary corrosion by oxidation 
is going on in unprotected parts of stee! 
bulidings at a rate that will destroy 
them in a comparatively short time, 
if such corrosion is not discovered and 
arrested by proper remedies.” :

TO GET A COMPETENCY. 


An able Scotchman, prominent in 
philanthropy and social reform in his 
native land, recently made the asser- 
tion to a group of American friends 
that savings banks did more harm than 
good. He argued that they led people 
into the habit of hoarding money in- 
stead of teaching them how to make 4 
productive use of it. He would have 
surplus income used primarily for those 
material things, such as books, pic- 
tures, furnishings, which help to mold 
character, or for the personal advan- 
tages to be obtained from school or 
through travel or in the learning of 
handicraft. Teach every one to spend 
all he can on the development of his 
own personality, would be his idea. 
The power of personality is worth far 
more than a sum of money slowly ac- 
cumulated in a savings bank. 

The time may come when this view 
of spending money may supplant in 
part the present desire to save. Sev- 
eral things are not taken into account, 
however, in such a view. Hanging 
over the heads of the majority of men 
is the fear of a penniless old age. In 
the rush of industrial competition there 
is a harrowing fear dogging the work- 
er’s heels that sickness may compel 
him to fall out and perhaps lose his 
place in the ranks. But most pressing 
of all is the fear of losing one’s work. 
This is by no means confined to thé 
factory operative: who expects a shut} 
down without warning, It is a fear 
that is felt by many a man and wom- 
an prominent in the business afd pro- 
fessional world. The demand for 
young men of unlimited energy makes 
the ine of forty seem almost a dead 
line to many a man with a comfortable 
home and family. As the mill oper- 
ative fears the incoming of new ma- 
chinery which will make his special 
skill valueless, so the revolutionary 
changes in thought and method make 
men in the professions tremble lest 
they fall to keep pace with the hour's 
demand. So unreasonable a thing as 
public fancy relegates an artist or a 
poet or an author to the rear. Even 
the truest teachers are often over- 
shadowed by a false public sentiment. 
In all this uncertainty it is natural that 
there should be a determination to save 
money, for with a reserve of money a 
man may continue to provide himself, 
even after his work has failed him, 
with the material comforts which min- 
ister to his life.’ 

PENNY BANKS FOR CHILDREN. 

The simplest form of saving is the 
literal hoard made by a child in a toy 
bank. It is an important achievement 
for a young boy or gir) to conquer the 
tendency to waste pennies and actually 
to acquire the habit of |uying aside some 
portion of even the smallest income. 
No child ought to be denied the right 
to spend, without suggestion, a part of 
his funds on himeelf. But it is a mis- 
take to let the period of

time of need, as well as a resource for 
the satisfying of cherished desires. If 
a part of the nk’s contents go to- 
ward an unselfish gift for another a 
still more valuable result has been ac- 
complished in the character of the 
child, who has thereby learned that 
saving is doubly worth while when it 
is not all for seif. “ 
CHILDREN'S STAMP CARDS. 
One of the most tnteresting forms 
of saving devised for children is to 
be found in the stamp savings sys- 
tem. Large, bright-colored adhesive 
stamps, representing various sums, 
from 1 cent to $1, are bought at their 
face value, and pasted on a card which 
represents the money invested, and 
can -be redeemed at any time. Unlike 
the savings bank, however, a portion 
of the savings cannot be withdrawn 
at will, for single stamps removed 
from the card are not redeemable. 
Many a child has advanced from the 
card of stamps to a book at the local 
savings bank, 
velopment of self-respect which is 
surg to accompany the acquirement of 
private capital. 
The savings bank habit has not 
spread as widely in the United States 
as in either France, Great Britain or 
Prussia, but the average deposit is 
from three to five times as large. The 
total number of depositors in the 1007 
banks of the United States in 1901 was

BANK ACCOUNT AT BIRTH.

ment still rarer. Their deposits can- 
not be invested in speculative securi- 
ties, and their power to earn 
stated interest, small though it is, may 
be relied on. This is the reason why 
the savings bank continues to be one 
of the best methods for the preserva- 
tion and development of small sav- 
ings. The depositor is fairly treated, 
and has as complete a guarantee of 
reliability as can be given in this age 
of the world. A bank deposit opened 
by the parents on the day of a child's 
birth, and ded to from time to 
time, until the child has grown to 
maturity, becomes a stimulus and an 
inspiration. Every time any portion 
is withdrawn, the sight of the same 
old book dating from one’s birth is a 
challenge to make good the deficiency. 
The longer a deposit of some amount, 
whether it be large or small, is_re- 
tained the more valuable does the pos- 
session of it become to the depositor. 
INVESTING IN LIFE INSURANCE. 
Nothing connected with the commer- 
clal and industrial growth of this na- 
tion is more remarkable than the de- 
velopment of life insurance, until it 
has become the first business of the 
country. Last year the total insurance 
of all kinds in force was $12,836,461,- 
872, while the total assets of the ralil- 
roads, hitherto the chief business, was 
$12,768,910,837. The sums are too large 
to grasp. Compare the business of 
he sav- 
ings banks. The banks ha over 6,- 
000,000 depositors; the jnsurance com- 
panies had over 14,000,000 policies 
force. That is to say, one person in 
every five invested in Hife insurance, 
and only one in every twelve depos- 
ited in a savings bank. Thirty million 
more dollars were paid out last year 
to policy holders than to the pension- 
ers of the nation. These facts show 
that life insurance has become a mat- 
ter of concern to the great majority 
of families. This growth is due to 
the soundness of the business methods 
employed, and the security of the capi- 
tal invested. No better form of sav- 
ing has been devised. The fear of the 
crushing burden liable to fall upon 
the dependents by death can be _re- 
lieved, and at the same time, through 
the newer forms of annuity insurance, 
provision made for an annual income 
during life. It is safe to say that there 
is no investment of the same safety 
which yields so large returns. The 
terms of policies have been made in- 
creasingly liberal, as the business has 
become more firmly established. A 
variety of methods of investment 
makes it possible for people of the most 
limited incomes, to find some oppor- 
tunity for their slender savings. In 
some Way or other insurance has been 
provided for nearly every contingency 
of life, and it is one of the most pow- 
erful agencies at the present time for 


the lifting of the burden of poverty 


and distributing the world’s wealth. 
VARIED CLASSES OF INSURANCE. 

it cannot be out of place to explain 
briefly the chief forms of vaving 
through life insurance. The standard 
policies may be separated into fou: 
classes, The first is the ordinary lir: 
insurance. A stated sum, calied tne 
premium, and varying according to tne 
age of the investor, is paid annually fo; 
the promise of a mucn larger sum to 
be paid in cash by the company im case 
of the investor's death durtrg the year. 
Under this plan the premium for a 
young person on each $1000 promised is 
about $20. if the premium 1s paid for 
twenty years the investor has in many 
companies a right to participate in tne 
profits, These usually amount to more 
- 9a the sum of all the premiums paid 
n. 

‘The second class of insurancé includes 
the various forms of what are known 
aS imited-payment endowment policies. 
For a somewhat larger premium than 
in the first class, to be paid for ten, 
fifteen or twenty years, the Investor ts 
,uaranteed a specified sum of insur- 
ance, payable if death occurs during 
the period selected. At the end of this 
period the investor is guaranteed a casn 
cum of nearly two-thirds the amount 
of his policy, and, in addition, the 
profits, which amount to a little less 
than one-third of the policy. In otner 
words, he is entitled to a total sum a 
little less than the face vaijue of his poi- 
icy. This sur wil! be a little less tnan 
one and one-half times the sum of 
premiums paid in. Some forms of this 
policy distribute the profits during tne 
accumulation’ period, so that the inves- 
‘tor deducts them from his premiums 
and receives at the end of the period 
simply the guaranteed cash value. 

The third class of policies are the 
twenty-year bonds now being issued by 
many of the large companies. They are 
paid for in twenty premiums or {nstall- 
ments, the sum of which {s approx- 
mately the principal of the bonds. In 
case of death during the twenty years 
the whole principal is paid. At the ena 
of the twenty years the bonds have 2 
cash value of about one and one-halr 
times their face value. That is, the 
investment is the practical equivalent 
of a savings bank with a yearly de- 
posit for twenty years of the amouont 
of the premium on the bond. The in- 
vestor has the additional advantage or 
the insurance on his life during the 
whole period. 

GUARANTEED INCOME POLICIES. 

A fourth form of policy, which is be- 
coming popular in this country, is the 
annuity, either immediate or deferred. 
For a lump sum, paid in at one time, a 
stated annual income is guaranteed for 
life, the principal being taken by the 
company. This annuity is much larger 
than the interest from government 
yonds or savings banks. At 45 years F 
is 6.43 per cent., at 55, 8.06 per cent.: 

65, 11.26 per cent. A deferred annuity re 
one that begins after ‘twenty yearss, 
an annual premium has 
been paid. For instance, a payment of 
$381 annually, for twenty years, guar-

It will be seen how com 
this form of saving for the 
become. The most reliable 
able usiness experience 
their non-forfeitable 
cash valne provisions, protected by law, 
are thoroughly safe for small investors. 
There is no need of turning to the less 
secure methods of fraternity and benetit 
‘nsurance when the regular and testea 
methods are so satisfactory. 


RISK IN LAND SPECULATION. 

The investment of small savings tn 
real estate involves greater risks than 
either savfags banks or insurance. The 
fact that lard Values in cities have 


enormously increased with the growth 
of population and business has made 
multitudes eager to become rich by 
means of this “unearned increment.” 
Like all ¢peculative investments, the 
purchase of land has brought disaster 
to many who were not fagacious 
enough to select. the right location 
or, Who were in such haste to be rich 

as to assume financial burdens which 
they could not carry. No form of in- 
vestment which is attractive largely 
because {It offers something for noth- 
ing is to commended. If the small in- 
vestor, however, desires to acquire 
land for the productive use he can 
make of it and is careful not to mort- 
gage away his own future happiness 
in getting possession of it, he can un- 
doubtedly make a valuable and safe 
investment. 

Houses are usually a dangerous In- 
vestment for the person of small 
means. The care they require and the 
expense they involve Comane more 
than he can afford to Too often 
they have an ble bur-

undertaken to acquire them. Here 
again it is true that whaf is a danger- 
ous risk as a speculation may become 
most desirable for the service it can 
render. Many a man of very limited 
income is glad to call the house he 
lives in his own, free of all debt, the 
result of his thrift and Industry. The 
codperative banks, or what are other- 
wise called building and loan associa- 
tions, have done a great service in 
helping such men to own their homes. 
By their device of selling shares on 
installments and loaning money only 
to shareholders, they serve the double 
purpose of an investment oportunity 
and a loan fund. 
INVESTING IN STOCKS. 


The most dangerous field for the in- 
vestment of small savings is the stock 
market. Few small investors are -in- 
formed sufficiently to be able to de- 
cide the value of individual stocks of- 
fered. If the most trusted advisers 
were always sought outandtheir ad- 
vice taken losses would he greatly re- 
duced, though even in such cases the 
risks would be too great. The diffi- 
culty comes with the desire to make 
fortunes quickly. When a man is 
seized with the gambling. spirit he 
wants no advice. He is willing to venr- 
ture for the sake of a chance success. 
And the outcome is ysually the bitter 
experience of disappointed hopes and a 
depleted pocket. 

A prominent stock broker gives the 
following definition of a safe steck: 
“One that is issued by a company or- 
ganized under rigid State laws; one 
which has paid dividends for several 
successive years and the price of which 
over a period of several years has 
made and held annual advances, 80 
that each year or decade the yield of 
interest is less.” But that is precisely 
the kind of stock which the small in- 
vestor does not usually want to buy. 
He demands something that pays a 
large interest. So Messrs. Digger and 
Piper stir his imagination over their.j 
description of the oll wells they are 
just on the point of striking and the 
Inflated Frozen Air Company paints 
before his dazzled vision a picture of 
the revolution their product is soon to 
work. A diet of the poetry furnished 
by these oily and airy schemes soon 
unfits the small investor for the sober 
prose of reliable enterprises, and all his 
savings are finally poured into the laps 
of men of whom he knows nothing for 
the products that no one has ever aoa 

If the snmll investor proceeds wi 
care and does not seek large p per Pit 
rather than reliability. he may sue- 
ceed in stock investment. He should 
scatter his capital, not putting more 
than 10 per cent. in any one stock or 
2% per cent. in any one locality. Even 
then he must be prepared for lorses 
which may come, notwithstanding 
good business management and appar- 
ently valuable properties. 

After all is said, the question of suc- 
cessful saving is a question of. per- 
sonal qualities of character. It requires 

eat determination and self-control to 

ve just under a smal] income and 

rigidly lay up a portion of it to pro-_ 
vide for future contingencies. To gain 

that power is worth more than to ac- 
quire great wealth, infinitely more 

than to stumble on a fortune. If the 
habit of saving had no other result it 
would be worth acquiring for the ef- 
fect it has in developing personality. 

There is no magic formula by the use 
of which wealth can be accumulated. 

But those who will be patieht and per- 
sistent, who willl learn from the ex- 

perience of others and steadfastly re- 
fuse to be led aside by the extravagant 
inducements offered by unrellable and 
visionary schemes, will be sure to find tn 
time that their small incomes have not 
prevented them from the achievemént 
of large results.

In order to carry out these ideas, he 
made a will, in which he left the whole 
of his fortune to found a prize fund; 
the annual interest on which was to be 
divided into five equal portions, to be 
distributed every year as rewards to 
the persons who deserved best ~f man- 
kind in five departments of human ac- 
tivity. The clause in his will which 
governs the distribution of these prizes 
is as follows: 

“The entire sum will be divided into 
five equal parts, one to go to the man 
who shail have made the most impor- 
tant discovery or invention in the do- 
main of physical science; another to 
the man who shall have made the most 
important discovery or introduced the 
greatest improvement in chemistry; 
the thirdeto the author of the most im- 
portant discovery in the domain of 
physiology or medicine; the fourth to 
the man who shall have produced the 
most remarkable literary work of an 
idealistic nature: and, finally, the fifth 
to the man who shall have done the 
most or the best work for the fraternity 
of nations, the suppression or reduction 
of standing armies, and the formation 
and propagation of peace congresses. 
“The prizes shall be awarded as fol- 
lows: or physical science and chem- 
istry, by the Swedish Academy of Sci- 
ences; for physiological or medical 
work, by the Caroline Institute at 
Stockholm: for literature, by the Stock- 
holm Academy, and for peace work, by 
a committee of five members elected 
by the Norwegian Storthing. 

“It is my express desire that in 


awarding the prizes, no account ll 
be taken of nationality, in order that 
the prize may fall to the lot of the most 
deserving, whether he be Scandinavian 
or not. 


The first award of the Nobel prizes 


for 1901 was officially ennounced in De- 
cember last. They went, respectively, 
to a Swiss, a German, a Dutchman and 
to two Frenchmen.

Their question bore a 
suggestion of submissive faith: ‘Carest 
Thou not that we perish?’ And the 
Master, after quieting the storm, re- 
buked them for being so easily 
afrighted. 

“This nervous fear seems to be the 
tendency of the church now. In the 


‘last half of this century there has 


been a tempestuous storm, which has 
frightened many people. There never 
was a time when the church was pass- 
ing under such a storm of skepticism 
and discord, which arises from the 
most formidable of the devil's weap- 
ons, that of indifference The first 
thing I notice is that there is a large 
number of people cultivating skepti- 
cism. The great discoveries of the 
day, especially the controlling of elec- 
tricity, and the wireless telegraphy, 
are responsible for the growing dis- 
belief in the supernatural. Some peo- 
ple think these things are supernat- 
ural, when they are perfectly natural, 
having only in the course of nature 
been brought to light.

EAST LOS ANGELES. 


An industry that bids fair to be of 
great benefit to East Los Angeles will 
begin operations the latter part of this 
week. It is the manufacturing of giass- 
ware, jare and bottles by the Los An- 
geles Glaas Company, at its plant on 
Avenue 19, near the Los Angeles River. 
At an experimental run made some time 
ago, it was found the. machines in- 
stalled were got satisfactory. This ne- 
cessitated a long wait while standard 
machines were sent for from the East 
and installed. The factory is now well 
equipped. Three fruit-jar machines 
have been installed, giving the factory 
a capacity of sixty gross of jars daily. 
Two tanks for the melting of the raw 
material are ready, and material is 
on the ground for a third. Two. air 
compressors of seventy horse-power 
have been placed in position, and a 
thirty-horse-power dynamo is ready at 
a moment's notice to furnish power, 
should steam power give out. In fact, 
the whole concern is'practically fitted 
out In duplicate, so that there need be 
no stoppages because 6f breakage in 
machinery. 

The big furnaces were fired up the 
past week, and have now reached about 
the required heat. Crude oi! is used 
as fuel. 

The giass sand is shipped here from 
banks near Corona, and the soda and 
lime are also Southern California prod- 
ucts. The company for the present 
wil confine ite output mainiy to fruit 
Jars and bottles; but plans eventually 
to turn out all classes of glassware. 

Expert glass workers are being 
brought in from the Ohio factories. 
About fifty men will be employed at 
the start. Severa’? of these families 
have already settled on the East Side. 

The company is composed almost 
entirely of Pasadena people, about 
forty persons being interested finan- 
cially in the concern.

King Victor Emmanuel had a curious 
adventure last week in an automobile 
tour in a Roman province.

his chauffeur, Giuseppe Faurelli. 

At the famous falls near Terni, the 
King, after admiring the scene, dis- 
tributed a quantity of newly-minted 
silver pieces among the peesants. The 
people, who had never seen the new 
coinage, angrily gathered around the 
King, shouting that the money was 
counterfeit. .

Thereupon-a soldier who had served 
in Rome stepped to the front, and 
after a good look at the young sover- 
eign took off his ragged cap and 
called three cheers for Victor Emman- 
uel, which were given with much en- 
thusiasm.

OF BATTLES. 


Fight Between Bull and 


African Lion. 


Feline Badly Licked by | 
Bovine Antagonist. 


Combat Took Place on Mexican 
Soil, but Americans Made 
| ‘Up the Audience.

EL, PASO (Tex.) April 13. —{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] From a standpoint of 
brutality today’s fight at the Juarez 
bull rin between a four-year-old 
South African Jion and a Mexican bull 
was a success. The bull proved the 
master, and in only one instance did 
he get the worst of the bloody battle, 
which lasted forty minutes. 

The lion was badly licked and will | 
probably die from his injuries. He was. 
gored time and time again by his flerce 
antegonist and tossed about on the 
horns of the enraged bull like asstuffed 
cat. At the end of the fight his right 
fore lez was broken, several of his 
ribs were caved in and he was bleeding 
profusely from the mouth and the 
thrusts he had received. 

The fight was finally stopped by the 
Mexican authorities, who commanded 
the owner of the lion to eitner termi- 
nate the fight or sumbit to arrest. The 
exhibition was witnessed by purely an 
American audience. Although it was 
the first performance of its kind to 
take place in this section of the coun- 
try, the Americans entered into the 


‘| spirit of the fight with a relish that! 
} would do credit to Mexican spectators 


at a builfight. Time antl time again 
as the enraged animalg came together 
they cheered lustily in appreciatio~ of 
the exhibition. 

Today's fight consisted of fourteen 
separate encounters, and in each case 
the bull was the aggressor. He 
charged the lion immediately upon en- 
tering the cage from his stall. The 
beast of the jungle was so surprised at 
the furious onslaught that he retaliated 
but feebly. In the second mix-u_ the 
honors were about even and neither 
was badly hurt. The third round was 
decidedly in favor of the lion. Spring- 
ing on the bull's. neck he drove his 
teeth In, remaining in that position for 
several seconds, but released his hold 
betore he did any serious damage, The 
remaining encounters were all in favor 
of the bull. The lion was cornered un. 
til his leg was broken and the blood 
was rushing from his mouth and many 
wounds,

utes the trumpet was sounded by the

ON REDONDO: “BEACH ROW.” 


REMOVAL NOTICES DECLARED TO 
BE NOT UNJUST. 
e 
No One Connected with the Company 
Invited to Attend the Cottage Own- 
* Meeting—Claim to Land Title is 
Defended. 


REDONDO, Apr'!! 13.—An authorita- 
tive statement has been made by the 
Redondo Improvement Company con- 
cerning the “Beach Row” troubles tn 
Redondo. The statement bears on the 
action taken at a meeting of owners 
of the “Beach Row” houses held in 
Los Angeles last Thursday evening. 
‘At that meeting protests were voiced 
against the company’s precedure in 
notifying the house owners to remove 
their buildings from the premises be- 
fore May 1, and the question of the 
company’s ownership of the land was 
raised. 

The purpose of the company, as 
published some time ago, is to have 
the “Beach Row” cottages removed 
from the present twenty-foot lots, to 
replat the ground Into forty-foot lots 
and to have cottages of a better class 
built along the line. H. B. Ainsworth, 
secretary of the company, in a cae he 
ment issued by him, says: 

“We have been informed that postal 
notices were sent to all. these people, 
requesting their attendance at the 
meeting to discuss the subject. No 
one connected with the Redondo Im- 
provement Company (the owner of the 
land) was invited to attend: which 
would indicate that the gentlemen 
named as officiating at this meeting 
were rather disposed to work upon the 
feelings of people interested, than to 
discuss the situation in a fair, wun- 
prejudiced way. 


“I can say for the majority of the | 


cottage owners, that there is no such 
indignation felt as some would have 
it appear. In fact, almost every one 
with whom I have talked, has sanc- 
tioned our plan of improvement, and 
shown a willingness to assist in carry. 
ing it out. It cannot be truthfully 
said that the company has made an 
unreasonable request of the people, or 
knowingly done any one an injustice. 
We have provided for those who are 
not financially able to make any sing 
provements, by setting a block apart, 
near the water front, which they can 
move to and occupy, on the same 
terms as heretofore. Those who w'}] 
make the required improvements, are 
given first preference, and ‘every op- 
portunity within feason, so far as 
rental or terms of payment are con- 
cerned. In fact, we have turned 
‘away a number of people on the out- 
side, who were willing and ready to 
purchase lots in this subdivision, and 
pay cash for thém. 

“Notwithstanding all that has been 
said to the contrary, we feel there is 
no question whatever regarding the 
title to the land in question; otherwise 
we would hardly have paid so dearly 
for it. or be spending a number of 
thousand dollars now in improving it. 
The occupants of this land have paid 
us the rental we have asked for 
years, and it seems rather inconsistent 
for some of them, at this late date, 
to dispute our title, or even suggest 
any squatter rights.”

REDEMPTION PROCESS 1S A NEW 
SAN PEDRO INDUSTRY. 

Packing the Univalve in Tins for 
Shipment to the Orient at the Rate 


of Over Five Tons Per Week—Makes 
Tender Meat. 


SAN PEDRO, April 13.—The reforma- 
tion of the abalone has found a place 
among the industries fourishing about 
this seaport town. 

The shell of that univalve is a sort of 
jewel in the rough, and the contents of 
the shell are a delicacy, which, under 
ordinary conditions, is too tough for 
delectation. Under the influence of 
modern methods, however, the tena- 
undergoes a wonderful 
change and becomes the pride of me 
epicure. 

The San Pedro Canning Company ‘i 
handling between five and ten tons of 
abalones per week, not counting the 
weight of the shells. The abalones are 
gathered about the channel islands and 
brought to this port on the power sloop 
Alta. Most of thore that have been 
brought up to the present have come 
from Santa Cruz and San Nicholas isl- 


ands. The meats are treated so that 
they become tender and are packed 
for shipment to the Orient. The com- 


pany is expecting within a short time 
to pack them for American consump- 
tion.

TWO WOMEN SHOT. ES 


Stepson of One of Them Arrested on 
Charge of Committing the Double 


Murder—Property the Cause.

CLEVELAND (0.) April 13.—Mrs. 
Martha J. Calhoun, aged 75, and her 
daughter, Mrs. Vaughn, aged 46, were 
shot and killed today near Mantuna 
Station, a village forty miles from 
Cleveland. WHll Vaughn, a stepson of 
the younger woman, is under arrest 
charged with having committed the 
crimes.
